The Tribune 
would naturaliy like to htive that one million coities daily of 
circidation that Mr. Hetirsl has over and above the Tribune’s 
circuhition.

B’urtherniore, and still good naturedly, it must be re¬ 
membered that the inlurests that own the Triltiine al.so own 
ti part of the New Y ork Centi'iil Hud.son Uiver Kailroail.
